Magnificent Record of Three 
Months’ Campaign—Geo. P. 
Smith’s Enthusiasm 


$20,100 in bank; $1,200 in notes to 
collect; total, $21,300. 

This is the result of the second 
year’s collection for the Patriotic fund 
in the constituency of Camrose, 80 per 
cent. of the population of which is of 
foreign birth, and includes Swedes, 
Germans, Poles and Ruthenians. Thus

PUTILITY OF “FRIGHTFEULNESS,” 

Just half a century ago today the 
Emperor Napoleon IIL, entered into 
an agreement to withdraw all his sol- 
diers from Mexico within a year from 
the following November. This was the 
beginning of the end of the ill-fated 
Mexican empire of Maximilian, the 
Austrian) Hapsburg prince who had 
sought to set up an imperial throne on 
the soil of North America. His wife, 
the Empress Charlotte, soon sailed for 
Murope to plead the cause of her hus- 
band, but everywhere she met with 
failure, and disappointment drove her 
med, (Maximilian fought on against 
tremendous odds, but the final act of 
the tragedy was soon staged, with the 
ambitious monarch facing a ‘firing 
squad of Mexican patriots, 

The failure of this dream of empire 
affords one of a multitude of instances 
of the futility of a policy of “fright- 
fulness” in warfare, Marshal Bazaine, 
who commanded the French troops in 
Mexico, was called the “bloody butch- 
er,” and not without reason, From the 
first he adopted a polley of terrorism 
and ruthlessness in his treatment of 
the Mexicans, Maximilian himself was 
a kindly-hearted man, and might, in 
the course of time, have won the af- 
fection of those he sought to make 
“his people.” Bazaine knew not the 
meaning of the word mercy, His sol- 
diers hated him to a man, and on sev- 
eral oecasions plotted against his life. 
In his plan for striking terror in the 
hearts of the Mexicans, Bazaine or- 
dered the commission of the most ter- 
rible atrocities, At one time a score of 
boys, some of them mere children, 
were lined up and shot because they 
had jeered at the Marshal. dfe treated 
his own troops in much the same 
ruthless manner, punishing the slight- 
est infraction of discipline or symp- 
toms of revolt with the most horrid 
penalties, 

The “frightfulness’* of “Buteher" 
Bazaine had quite the opposite effect 
from what was intended, Whether or 
not a more humane ard conciliatory 
policy would have been crowned with 
success is questionable; but the policy 
of terrorism made failure certain. 
Every instance of ‘frightulness” add- 
ed thousands of recruits to the patriot 
army. 

History, from earliest times to the 
present, abounds with similar illus- 
trations of the utter futility of a pol- 
icy which disregards the rules of war- 
fare. Lord George Germaine—''the 
unspeakable Germaine” is the phrase 
applied to him by an English histor- 
fan—complained constantly of the hu- 
manity of Sir Guy Carleton, the Cana- 
dian commander-in-chief, and em- 
ployed agents to incite the savages of 
the wilderness to massacre the Amer- 
jeans. His cruelty made his name a 
by-word in his own country and his 
policy of “striking terror’ served only 
to jiatensify the determination of the 
colonists, By his aid the American e- 
Volution was suecessful, 

In the present war the Germans on 
land and sea*have performed many 
feats of valor which have aroused the 
admiration of neutrals and have won 
applause from the enemy, The com- 
mianders of the Emden and the Mowe 
have reflected lustre on the German 
navy, and added brilliant pages to the 
history of naval warfare. The sinking 
of the Lusitania and other merchant 
ships, in line with the ruthless polley 
of the deposed Von Tirpits, seved only 
to east odium upon the German navy 

»éa to alienate the sympathy of meu- 
trals. 

,sila has now tried the policy of 
“frightfulness,’ with the usual result
